Discovery thut Japancie servants em- 
ployed in the homes of wealthy residents of 
Highland Park have bad military training 
id the army of their native land, has set 
the north shore wild with an alarm Hint 
Japanese spies had been .caught within the 
confine* of Fort Slierida.ii. 

■While the nn nor that United States army 
officers had apprehended Nipponese spies 
proved unfounded, tlie n git Ion served to at- 
tract the attention of resident* of exclusive 
residence towns naur the fort to'tho actions 
of several Japs who have been employed as 
servants for more, than a year. 

Investigations developed the fact that 
several prominent, business men who live 
near the military post have suspected the 
Japanese of conducting spying on Fort 
Sheridan and the methods employed in 
drilling the troops there/ 

One of these men is said to have become 
"so aroused over the reports that Japanese 
army officers in the (riiise of book-iftrjre 
owners had settled in towns along the Ohio 
-river where there are railroad bridges, that 
he expressed his fears in public. The 
rumor quickly spread, aml'now lb* whole 
north shore is talking about it. 

High In ml Park and Lake Forest residents 
-who have become acquainted with theJtips 
have found. It is declared, that they have 
all served in the Japanese army. 

One of the strongest indications that the 
Japanese are nrmy officers in search of in- 
formation nbout American military methods 
is said to bf- the fact that few-Jnp servant* 
have rpuiniiiMl near the fort for more than 
three months. 

Most of the north shore Jap*, it is said, 
have mannerisms atid a benrinjr which are 
*the unfailing uinrks of a military man, and 
which they cannot shake off,- These Jap-, 
nnese servants have displayed the alacrity 
•of getting "on step" which is only attrib- 
uted to soldiers; it is'declared, and 'ninny 
of them use the "goose step," n method of 
wnlking on long'lramp*, which the nrniy 
officer uses more unconsciously; than the 
man in the ranks. - 

Japaneie army officers are said to have 
been recently at Wheeling, W: Vn. Two 
of them, displaying diamonds and other 
evidences of wealth, and betraying their 
military .training, nre snid to have ap- 
peared in Wheeling.-oslenilbly looking for 
. -a location for a book store. 

Japs on the same mission are said to hnve 
appeared in other cities along, the Ohio. 
' The suspicion has been aroused that they 
wore collecting data maps and information 
-that would be indispensable for the cam- 
paign of nn enemy in this country. It ib 
also believed they plan to destroy big rail- 
road bridges all over the country in case of 
war, to delay the transportation of troops.' 

The United States army post at Fort 
Sheridan, with - ' the Columbus bnrracks, 
Ohio, and Fort Leavenworth, Kim,, is 
among thn largest - army Btatlons in the 
country. It is, the biggest p03t on .the 
great lakes. It bits no fortifications, but 
offers great opportunities .-for the .study of 
the American; regular, the training he re- 
ceive*, and the .equipment of ibe.army. Ub 
shooting range is used by the. regiments of 
the Illinois militia, 

Highland Park is n mile from Fort Slier? 
idail; A deep woods connect the two places 
along the lake shora, 

Before the war with Russia Jnpan ' sent 
army officers into Maiicliurian towns nnd 
cities nnd under different Kuisea thoy se- 
cured information which was invaluable in 
the great campaigns of. the struggle be- 
Iwe'en tile two countries.

27. for the purpose of wiving an 
estimate ns to the amount of milk each of 
the many dairies in this i-ection can fur- 
nish to a boltlin'g factory, arid alao to dis- 
cuss the matter so thnt a thorough under- 
standing inny exist between the fanners 
and the company. 

The. above notice to the fanning com- 
munity means that a milk bottling fntK 
tory is to be located at Antioch, and .nr^ 
rnngements for the -construction of the 
snme will be commenced nt once provided 
that n sufficient amount of milk can be 
procured to mhke.lhe project a profitable 
one, 

Mr. West, of.Elkhorn, Wis,, who has 
a Inrge bottling plant at thnt plno, was 
in town a few days ago and has expressed 
his willingnesji to purchase of the Fanners 
Creamery Association^ their creamery at 
this place, if sntnfactory arrangements 
can be made for the construction of the 
bottling plant. 

Mr. West nlso informs the president of 
the Business Men's Association, Mr. 
Wm. West lake, that he is willing to pay 
a hi clip r price for the milk received, than 
that pnid by the Borden company, nt their 
condensing plants. 

Should a plant of this kind be ,'estnblisbj' 
ed here the Wisconsin Central railroad 
has agreed .to furnish the 1 train service 



Although County Treasurer Fred Amot 
is the youngest county officer Lake countv 
has ever hnd, he showed the tax-buyers 
Monday morniug that lie is not to be dic- 
tated to when he takes a position which he 
believes is right. Iu other words, with the

In Ruins as Result of Sunday Fire, 

At 11 :30 o'clock Sunday, fire broke out 
and destroyed the farm house and other 
buildings on the A. F. McKeown farm 
west, of North Chicago, entailing a loss of 
perhaps $15,000.. covered by insurance to 
about one-third the value of the property. 

The Are started in a small straw shed to 
the west of the main buildings and at tits 
time, Fred Uolst and wife, who run the 
place, together with Mr. McKeown, were 
on the place at the time and they did oil 
they could to save the property, bbt with- 
out success. 

The fl re spread so rapidly that Mrs, 
Hoist was unable to even go into the house 
to get 960 which she had placed under her 
pillow. 

The wind wns in the right direction to 
send the flames to the other buildings' nud 
foon the whole place wns burning and ef- 
forts to check the Haines proved futile, and 
the owner had to stand and watch his prop- 
erty go up in smoke. 

When the flames had subsided it was 
found that, with the exception of a hen 
bouse and a corn crib, every building on 
Ihe place, together with contents, including 
tools, etc, had been burned, The barn 
was n big one, the house being a moderate 
sized one. Ko stock was lost as all of the 
horses and cattle were out to pasture.

Not a clue ns to how it started has 
been obtained by Mr. McKeown, although 
he hns made u careful iixuiiry.

This was the statement made Tuesday by 
State's Attorney J. J.'Heaiy", 'in. reference 
to reparts that meetings might be opened 
nt some of the Chicago tracjes, If wagering 
is to be an adjunct to the sport there is no 
hope for races there, he says. 

Mr. Heaiy not only made this assertion, 
but he also hi id that, attempts to evade .the 
present law, by making wagers verbally, 
woaJd result in. prompt action. He said 
that a verbal wager would be a cause, for 
action as much as a bet where n record 
was kept. - * 

li Uuder the present law, 'Hie said/' wnger- . 
ing on horse races is prohibited. Kospeci-*. 
fic.it ion? in the statute" limit prosecution to 
bets where a ticket bus been given or where 
a sheet is kept as record . This office could - 
prosecute a man for making a bet 'ou tho ' 
nod,* as they say in England, just as effec- 
tively as if a ticket was given. 

"There is no law against, or no objection 
to horse races, so far ns 1 know. The 
question hinges on the wagering. JJnder ; 
the Percy-Gray law in New -York,- the use 
of a ticket is taken ns evidence that a' bet 
has been made or proof that the wager has 
been recorded must be ndduced'. 

"Under the Illinois law, we do not need 
this material evidence. Of course, any : - 
such proof won Id make, the case all) the- - 
stronger, but we could'collect evidence of 
verbal wagers to' stop "any betting which 
might be attempted'.". 

Mr. Henly continued by'saying that any 
testimony which 'showed directly or indi- 
rectly that. betting was goimron, could be' j 
followed up under the .present law. 

."The letter of the law in some placea aP 
lows betting to be' done in a furtive fashion, - 
while supposedly, prohibiting it,";:he r said, j 
"nnd in some of.these cases the loophole of r 
escape is large enough for betting to pro^ 
ceed unmolested. under certain conditions--^, 
as, for instance, betting within the. inclbs— 
nres of a track sanctioned by the racing 
commission of New, York State. : Evidence--, 
required under He provisions must be ^far- 
more material and positive than that. 'need- 
ed under the law of Illinois, 

"For instance, the term 'booltniaking! 
has been defined in Borne cases, under other • 
laws, to mean wagering where a book was -- 
kept. It would be necessary to prove tbe : 
existence of such a record to convict. -Un- 
der the Illinois statute, it is not necessary 
to prove that a 'book' exists. : Th<i maris ■ 
proof of a wager will be sufficient. A man' 
may keep his 'hook; in.his head; but that. 
will not free hini f roui the-pehaUflSs of, tho. 
law, 

. "As I have said, there will be no wager- 
ing* on horse races in Chicago."

KIDNAPED BOY SLAIN 



BODY OF NEW ORLEANS LAD IS 
FOUND IN A SWAMP,

SUSPECT TELLS OF CRIME 



Says Italians Who Stole Lad Became 

Frightened and Strangled 'Him 

^-Threats of Lynching 

Hoard, 



Now Orleans. — Two mllos In tho in- 
terior of n big swamp near this city 
tho headless body of Walter Lamann, 
an Italian child between seven and 
olght years old who was kidnaped 
and held for $0,000 ransom two weoks 
ago, was found by police and vigl- 
hints Just before daybreak, Sunday. 
He had been strangled to death, ac- 
cording to tho confession of ono of 
several Italians hold by the police. 

Tho boy's nock Is supposed to have 
been broken when ho was strangled, 
causing tha head to become separated 
from tho body when decomposition 
set in. Tho head was found a short 
distance from tho body. 

Flvo Italians, two of them women, 
aro under, arrest charged with being 
accomplices to the murder, 

.Seldom since tho Mafia lynchlngs 
IS years ngo baa Now. Orleans boon 
so stirred with threats of violence and 
some of these threats nro made by 
those who participated in tho disor- 
ders at that time. 

Tho murdered boy was found near 
St. Rose, about 20 miles from New 
Orleans. A sweating process wrung 
a confession from one of the Italian 
suspects who was taken from his 
home in St Rose about midnight Sat- 
urday night and carried into tho 
woods by 'a combined force of offi- 
cials and vlgllants who had the search 
in charge. This man, Ignnzlo Cam- 
plgciano, was kept in tho woods an 
hour, when he confessed, charging 
four Italians with the murder, He 
said that about the time of a mass 
meeting In New Orleans more than a 
week ago, held for the purpose of 
prosecuting search for tbo body, these 
men, who were in. a vacant house In 
St. Rose, became frightened and con- 
sulted about what to do with tho child. 

The boy was crying, begging to be 
taken home to his parents, said Camp- 
Igciaao, and. one of the quartette of 
the kidnapers grabbed the child and 
strangled him to death to stop his 
noise. Later two of the kidnapers, he 
said, came to him, carrying the body 
in a blanket, and after threatening 
him with death if he told, took the 
body Into a swamp. 



IS ARRESTED FOR FRAUD,

Smith Is -charged with obtaining 
money under false representation of 
his firm's finances. He went, to the 
municipal court voluntarily and was 
admitted to ball in the sum of $6,000. 
In tho schedule of assets of the de- 
funct firm Smith was shown to be In- 
debted to the firm to the extent of 
about $100,000. 

Mr. Smith for many years has been 
one of the most prominent business 
men In the city.

Strange Story of Italian Who Shot 
Man on a Train. 

, Goodlond, Kan.— John Bello, the 
Italian who. kilted a man and wound- 
cd two women passengers on a Rock 
Island train east of hero, says he 
committed the murder In his sleep as 
the result of a dream. He says: "I 
went to sleep in my seat and I bad 
a terrible dream.* I dreamed that a 
man with a white handkerchief over 
his face had me by the throat and was 
trying to rob me. I fought with all 
my strength. Finally I managed to 
throw my assailant off. The robber 
turned to run. I had a revolver In 
my pocket, and I slezed it . and be- 
gan to shoot, .All of this was In my 
sleep."

San Francisco.— Strlkc-rlddon San 
Francisco had another atrlko add- 
ed to tho list Friday afternoon, 
when the tologrnph operators em- 
ployed by tho- Western Union and 
Postal Telegraph companies left their 
keys at 3:, 10 o'clock and walked out 
of tho offices here and at Oak- 
land, Three short blasts from a police 
whistle gavo the Blgnn] and at tho 
sound the operators arose from tho 
tables, put on their coats and quit 
their Joub. 

The operators In Snn Francisco and 
Oakland were dissatisfied with tho 
lottor from Prosldont Clowry, of- tho 
Wostorn Union, published Thursday, 
and Insisted thnt their demands for a 
25 per cent Increase In wages should 
be granted. 

President Small, of the Commercial 
Telegraphers' union, arrived hero 
Thursday and, after considering the 
situation, ordered the strike unless 
the Increase was granted. Both tho 
Western Union and Postal officials 
declined to grant the increase or to 
consult with . tho union. They ox- 
pressed their willingness to consider 
and act upon any requests presented 
by their employes as Individuals, but 
this bos not satisfied tbo men and the 
walkout resulted. - 

So long ns an attempt is not made 
to bring In operators from outside 
points tho strike will bo purely local.

tho solid color backgrounds should bo 
arranged noxt, the effects striven for 
bolng extremely plain In floor, ' wall 
and celling, selecting light and har- 
monious tones. Drape tho windows 
bo sb to exclude as little light as pos- 
sible, and then begin to carefully dec- 
orate the agreeable flat surfaces, one

Most Careful Handling, 

Cleaning rugs — especially tbo an- 
tique ones that cost hundreds of dol- 
lars, really Is a BClenco, and house- 
wives possessing any of these much- 
valued floor coverings should remem- 
ber It .when having their spring 
cleaning done, Tho mistake of brush- 
ing; with a stiff broom against the 
grain should never bo made, and, If 
necessary to prevent this, mistresses 
personally should superintend this 
work, for going agnlnst the weave 
takes off the silky nap and loosens tho 
threads that bind tho material' to- 
gether. Nolther should they ever bo 
shaken by ono end or la tho centor to 
free them from dust and dirt, for this 
is apt to loosen tho weave. Found- 
ing them with the regulation rattan 
rug beater makes for destruction and 
never should bo permitted. The only 
thing I know of to take the surface 
dirt from fine, tbln aid coverings is a 
thorough brushing or whisking with 
a strong but soft bristle brush, work- 
ing always with the grain. After this 
partial cleaning a damp cloth can be 
stroked across the top to give a 
brightness to the colors. 

Onco or twice a year a genuine old- 
fashioned scrubbing will freshen tho 
colors. But I would suggest that this 
be done by an experienced person who 
will do It by hand, for modern proc- 
esses often ruin thin fabrics, and 
once the weave Is loosened and 
tho covering begins to come an art the 
rug Is of really little use for any prac- 
tical wear. Once tho dirt 1b blown 
out the rest is comparatively easy, for 
It consists of a simple washing— scrub- 
bing, rather — with cold water and 
castlle or pure white soap, ono that 
has little. ly,o In its composition, for, 
although, the colors are all tho best 
vegetable dyes In these fine rugs, and 
should never run, any but a pure soap 
should not be used on them.

Sprlngllold, — All railroads In the 
state of Illinois will accept tho now 
two-cent fare passongcr " law paused 
by the forty-fifth general assembly and 
wJll attempt to comply with Its pro- 
visions. This intelligence was dis- 
seminated from Chicago where repre- 
sentatives of tbo big systems operat- 
ing In this state have been conferr- 
ing for Borne time on tho proposition. 
The decision was mado following the 
| opinion given by the Missouri, courts 
on the law In that state. Tho matter 
of fighting tho law was thoroughly 
discussed and many of the railroad 
men were of tho opinion that It con- 
tained n number of "blowholes" be- 
cause of which it might bo killed in 
the courts. There was a wide diver- 
gence of opinion, however, as many 
other equally Influential officials were 
of the opinion that the law would ac- 
tually prove a benefit because of tho 
clause which compels all passengers 
to purchase tickets if they desire to 
receive tho benefit of tho two-cent 
rate. It is almost needless to say 
that the latter ofllclals all represented 
tho larger linos who will not be as 
seriously affected by the new law as 
the smaller systems. From reports of 
the conferences which have been In 
progress, It has been decided to ac- 
cept tho law which goes Into effect 
on July 1, next, for three months. At 
the end of that time the magnates 
believe that they can Judge better 
whether It 1b still profitable to oper- 
ate under It, and If not, will attack It 
through tho courts, 
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Repair Lincoln Home. 

Tho work of repairing tho Lincoln 
homestead on South Eighth street Is 
going, on, A number of tho bricks In 
the foundation havo become decayed 
and tho wooden sills on tho founda- 
tion have so ratted, that the building 
became In a dangerous condition.

Court Unable to Agree. 

Disappointment was general among 
the politicians, lawyers and other 
persons especially Interested In the 
primary election law when It wns 
learned that the supreme court had 
adjourned to court In course without 
handing down a decision upon tho 
constitutionality of the primary elec- 
tion law. The case has been under 
consideration by the court several 
months. ' A decision was expected at 
the April term, but was not forthcom- 
ing. When that term 'was adjourned 
without the disposition of the case, it 
was generally expected that the 
court's opinion would be mado public 
at the Juno term. The supreme court 
seldom hands down an opinion during 
vacation. Consequently, It appears 
probable that this Important case wilt 
not be disposed of until next October, 
when tbe next term of the' court will 
be held. It was hoped that the court's 
decision would be made public before 
the legislature Is reconvened after 
Its recess, In October, so thnt the law- 
makers might formulate a new not In 
event this one Is declared Invalid. The 
failure of the court to hand down an 
opinion in this case is taken by some 
to strengthen tho persistent rumor 
that the members of the tribunal are 
unable to agree upon an opinion. 
Until Judge Dunn was seated, an even 
number of Justices sat upon the bench, 
so that a tie would have prevented a 
decision. 



Railroad's Objections sustained. 

Judge Murray In tho county court 
sustained objections fllcd by the Chi- 
cago, Peoria & St. Louis railroad to 
the levying of a tax of 20 cents on 
every $100 of valuation of the com- 
pany's road and brldgo property In 
Springfield and Williams township. 
The objections were sustained on the 
ground that the levy calls for an as- 
sesBment of 20 cents on each $100 
worth of property owned by the com- 
pany, and that It Is simply stated that 
thlB money will bo put Into the "con- 
tingency fund," without making any 
definite statement a.3 to tho pacific use 
to which tho fund will be put. The 
matter is a comparatively small item, 
and means little either to the treasury 
ot Sangamon county or to the railroad 
company. The objections were purely 
technical and It was upon these 
grounds that they were sustained. Tho 
same objections were filed by the 
Illinois Central Railroad company for 
the taxation of Its railroad and bridge 
property in Loaml, Springfield and 
Williams townships, and tbeso, also, 
were sustained by tbe court

To Examine Insurance Companies. 

Arrangements aro ninklng by the 
Illinois Insurance department for the 
examination of fraternal beneficiary 
societies doing business In Illinois. 
Tho recent legislature passed a law 
providing that the state insurance de- 
partment may examine these compa- 
nies once every two years or oftener, 
if deemed necessary, the expense of 
Btich examination to be met by tho 
fraternal society except the per diem 
of the examiners. * Under the law 
heretofore existing tbe department 
hag had power to conduct these ex- 
aminations, but unless they were 
asked-' for by the societies the ex- 
ponso had to be met by the state. 
Superintendent Potter expects to 
make an. examination of each of the 
134 fraternal societies licensed to do 
business In the Btnte within tbe next 
two years. Of this number only U 
are foreign societies. The law per-, 
mlts the superintendent to accept the 
report upon ' examinations conducted 
by the state: authorities In their home 
states if ho desires.

Old soldiers alt over tbe country can feel 
a real interest in the action of the Interior 
Department in disbarring one firm, of pen- 
sion attorneys from practice and instituting 
proceedings against several others. The 
trouble was speculated on the port of the 
pension sharks in land bounty script, This 
script Is issued to all soldiers and their 
widows nnd -heirs who participated in any 
American war back of IS5f>. There are a 
surprising number of theee soldiers and 
their defendants in the country who hav* 
never applied for their land bounty. The 
pension firms in question made a practice 
of looking up these old 'claims nnd notify- 
ing the beneficiaries so that the claims 
could he pushed through, the attorneys, of 
course, getting the regular fee for the work. 
But then it was tbe habit of many of tbe 
attorneys to buy the land script from the 
successful claimant at an average of 51.25 
per acre, the claims were for 160 acres, 
and sell tbe script to some outsider, often 
as high ns from five to ten dollars per acre. 
Most of the old land claimants did not even 
know thnt they were being robbed, for that 
was whnt it amounted to. But Secretary 
Garfield took tbe matter up and now one 
firui has been disbarred from practice and 
others are trembliog. Of course, it is a 
good thing tn protect tbe pensioners from 
graft, but the beauty of the incident from 
a public viewpoint is that it indicates tbe 
Interior Department is going to be run on 
a more henest and business like basis than 
formerly.

New Orleans. June 21.— Two miles 
In the Interior of n big swamp near 
tills city the headless body of Wnltcr 
Lmnann, nn Italian child between 7 
and 8 yenrs old, who was kidnaped 
and held for $0,000 ransom two weeks 
ago, has been found by the police nnd 
vigilantes. Ho had been strangled to 
death, according to the confession of 
one of several Italians held by the po- 
lice. Tho boy's neck Is supposed to 
have been broken when he was stran- 
gled, cnustng the bead to become sepa- 
rated from the body when decomposi- 
tion set In. The hem] was found a 
short distance from the city. 

Flvu Are Under Arrest. 

Klve Italians, two of them women, 
are under arrest charged with being 
accomplices to the murder nnd extra 
details of pjllueuud deputies arc main- 
taining order In tlio excited Italian 
quarter of the city. Scyenij' nrmed 
deputies have been plnced on gunrd at 
die OrlenitH parish prison, the strong- 
est In the state, whore three of the 
prisoners are held, nnd some apprehcu- 
slon tins been felt over the safety of 
two other prisoners who were taken to 
nn adjoining pnrlsh. Seldom since tho 
Unfla lynching sixteen years ago hai 
New Orlenns been so stirred with 
threats of violence. 

Facts Sweated Out of Him. 
The murdered boy was found near 
St nose, about twenty miles from 
New Orleans. A sweating process 
wrung a confession from one of the 
Italian suspects who wns tnken from 
his homo In St. Bose nbont midnight 
nnd carried Into tho woods by a com- 
bined forco of otllclnls- and vigilantes 
who hnd the search In charge. This 
man, Iguazlo Cnmplgclnno, was 'kept 
In the woods an hour, when he con- 
fessed, charging four Itallnns with tha 
murder. He snld thnt about the time 
of a innss meeting in New Orlenns 
more tbnu n week ngo, held for the 
purpose of prosecuting senreh for tho 
body, these men, who were In a til mu 
house In St. Hose, became frightened 
nnd consulted about what to do with 
the child. 

How the Child Wiih Slain. 

The boy wns prying, begging to be 
taken home to his parents, said Cam* 
plgetano. ami one of Hie qunretette ot 
the kidnapers grubbed the child nnd 
strangled him to death to stop his 
flptee. Lntcr two of the kidnapers, he 
said, enme to hlui cnrrylng tho body 
In a blanket, nnd nftcr threatening 
him with denth If he told took tho 
body Into n swamp. Camp I gel nno, aft- 
er relating this story, led the police 
through two miles of swsmp where 
the searchers sometimes wnded In wat- 
er nearly waist deep nnd nt others 
crawled under tangles of briars. In a 
shallow pod nt the end of tills search 
the hody was fodnd In the blanket In 
a clump of cane* 

Woman Knew of tho Plot. 
Returning to the city the police ar- 
rested Nlcollnn Gehhln, nn Italian wo- 
man who Is alleged to have confessed 
that she knew of the kldnnplng plot 
from the first, from one of the four 
kldnnpers whom she expected to mtir- 
ry. Cnmplfrclnno snld that these four 
were Stefano Monfre, Tony Geudiisn, 
Angolo Ciicntnrl, and nn ltnllau named 
Incnntcrrn. The police snlilthey ex- 
pected to capture theso men within 
two' or three days. The other prison- 
ers directly Implicated by the confu- 
sion ore Cn in plgclnno's wife, Frank 
Gcndusn nnd Leonardo Qebvln,

Bo suro time the now trees you set 
this spring havo no label wires left 
about tho trunks, as they will cut 
off tho clrculatlon^of tho trco'nnd per- 
haps kill It 

Turpentine soaked rags fastened to 
the horse manger will do much. toward 
curing tho anirhnl* of cough or dis- 
temper, as he will have to Inhale tho 
fumes of the .turpentine while he 
feeds. /' 

The lazy hen. It has been said, 
bears tho same relation to tho hen- 
nery that the' lazy man does in the 
community. Tho.- only difference Is 
that tho former does mako good pot- 
pie, while the lazy man Is good for 
nothing. 

Oats cut In tho milk and cured as 
bay makes the finest kind of hay. One 
farmer Bays that last season his hay 
crop being short ho cut threo acres 
of oats for hay and. found that the 
stock ate It more greedily than any 
otbor hay, and that it proved, excep- 
tionally good for his milch cows. 

A auccesaful asparagus grower says 
ho keeps rust out of bis asparagus' 
and saves cultivation, by sowing two 
bushels of cow-peas to the acre at 
the first cultivation after the cutting 
season Is over, The peas -keep down 
the weeds and shade the ground, but 
do not interfere with tho growth of 
the asparagus. The pea and aspara- 
gus stalks are left on the ground- un- 
til the following spring' and thon 
burned' off.

Take & "corn oar cenBUB" on your 
farm this summer.

One farm- 
er, who took a census last year, found 
that the barren stalks averaged about 
20 in 100. It Is a good thing to 
know, dt .means n loss of one-fifth in* 
tho yield of corn. Ndw it Is claimed 
that these barren stalks *wlli fertillzo 
the ears of the other stalks and bo 
breed more and more barrenness In 
the years to come. If this 1b true, It 
would pay us well to go through our 
corn just before It silks and cut off 
the tassels of all the barren stalks. •

Mr. Darrow denied the existence of
